GNJL 447(E).—The following draft of rules further to amend the Prevention of Food 
AdulteratiMi Rules, 1955, which the Central Government proposes to make, in exorcise of 
powers conferred by snb-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adultera¬ 
tion Act 1954 (37 of 1954), and after consultation with the Central Committee for Food 
Stant^da, is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, 
for the information of all persons likely to be affecti^ thereby, and notice is hereby rven 
that the said draft rules will be taken into con.sidci'ation after the expiry of forty-five days 
from the date on which the copies of this notification are made available to the public. 


2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any per^ with rMpect 
to the taid draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified, will be considered by 
the Central Government. 


Draft Rules 

1, (t) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendmont) 
Rules, 1975, 

(2) This rule and rule 2 and sub-rule (2> of ^ ’f7)'”f9>'\l0) 

•uHjnde (2't of rule 14 and rules 15 and 16 and sub-rules (1), (2), (5) (p), (7), (9), ll«), 
fin (12) and (13) of riilo 17 shall come into force on the date of their final publlcatiOT 
ii OFfidar Ga.etto and the remaining provisi.ons of these rules shall come into fore 
after ninety days from the date of such publication. 
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2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, (horcinatter referred to u the 

nid rule*), in rule 2, clause (b), the following clauses shall be mserteu, namely:_ 

(b-i) “Drugs Ins, __tor” meins a person appointed as an Inspector under the Drugs 
and Cosmtacs Act, i940 (23 of 1940). 

(b-ii) “Government Analyst” means a Goveinment Analyst as detined in the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940). 

3. In rule 6 of the said rules,— 

(1) in clause (i), for words beginning with the woids “in the analysis of food in a 

iaboratory under the control of” and ending with the words “Director Central 
Food l.aboratory”, the words “in the analysis of food in a food laboratory 
rccogmsed by the Central Government” shall be substituted; 

(2) in clause (iv), after the proviso, the following further proviso shall be inserted, 

namely.— 

“Provided turthcr that a Governmicnt Analyst who has held office as such for at 
least one year m'ay also be appointed as a public analyst subject to his 
undergomg any turthcr training for such period as may be specified if found 
necessary, by the Food (Health) Authority or the Central Government as 
the case may be”. 

4. In rule 8 ot the said rules,-—■ 

(1) in clauaea (jii) and (iv), for the words, brackets and fiigurei “in any of the 
Uboratories referred in clause (i) of rule 6”, the word* and bracket* “with 
a Food (Health) Authority” shall be substituted; 

(2) for the proviao at the end, the following provisos shall be substituted, namely:— 

"Provided that a person who has worked as a Food Inspector for a period of at 
least one year under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954, may 
be appointed as a Food Inspector without any further training if the Food 
{Health) Authority is so satisfied about his competence. 

Provided further that a Drugs Inspector who has held office as such for at least 
three months may also be appointed as a Food Inspector subject to his 
' undergoing further training for such period as may be specified, if found 
necessary by the Food (Health) Authority of the Central Govci-inent as 
the case may be”. 

5. In rule 16 of the said rules, in clause (c), the following words shall be inierted at 
the end, namely:— 

“A seal or signature slip of the vendor may also be affixed on the sample if the 
vendor so desired”. 

6. In rule 22 of the said rules, against item 21, in the second column, for the fltura* 
"15”, the figures “20” shall be substituted. 

7. In rule 29 of the said rules, clauses (c) and (d) shall be omitted. 

8. In rule 30 of the said rules, after the words “to any food”, the words am) figures 
“enumerated in rule 29" shall be inserted. 

9. In rule 32 of the said rules, the existing Explanation at the end shall be renumbered 
as Explanation I and after Explanation I as so renumbered, the following Explanation 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

"Explanation 11 ,—A batch number or code number is a distinguishing mark by which 
the food oan be traced while in manufacture and identified while in distri¬ 
bution". 

10. In rule 42 of the said rules, after clause (K), the following clause shall be iMcrted, 
natnely :— 

“(L) Every packnee copin'nmr r”''F f - with improver or bleaching agents 
shall carry the following label, namely— 

"FLOUR TREATED WITH IMPROVER/BLEACHING AOENT" 

“TO BE USED BY BAKERIES ONLY” 

11. After nile 47 of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted, n'-i-'v :— 
“47-A, Saccharine mav be added to processed arecanut (.Supari) in a coricentratioif 

•ot exceeding 1000 parts per million”. 
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In rule 48-A of the said rules, for the sub-rule (i), the following sub-rule ihall bo 
lubstitutcd, namely:— 

“(i) No person shall manufacture, sell, stock, distribute or exhibit for sale coal-tar 
dyes or their mixtures or any preparation of such colours for use in or upon 
food, except under a licence", 

13. In rule 49 of the said rule, after sub-rule (5), the following sub-rule shall be insert- 
id, namely :— 

“(5) No person shall manufacture, sell or us© any container, receptacle, utensil, 
packaging and storing material or appliances partly or wholly made of plas¬ 
tics, containing any toxic or injurious ingredients, for the purpose of prepar¬ 
ing, keeping, storing, preserving, packaging, selling or distributing foods unleea 
such plastic have been approved by the Central Government for the said 
purpose, from time to time. 

Explanation: —For the purpose of this sub-rule, the term ‘plastic’ means all high 
polymer materials obtained or made by modification, polymerisation, poly- 
condcn^ation or polyaddition of natural or synthetic products and covers 
thcrmaplastic, thermosetting and elastomeric materials as well as high polymer 
materiila used aa coatings and as binding media for varnishes, and also 
includes all auxiliary and additive materials used in the process of manu¬ 
facture, formulation and moulding of the subject plastic’’. 

14. In rule 50 ; 

(1) in sub-rule (1),— 

(i) in item (q), for the word “Coconut", the word “Copra" shall ba suhrtihsie*, 

(ii) after item (s>, the following item shall be inserted, namely

Description —Caramel shall be prepared from the food grade carbohydrates or 
their combinations given below by the action of heat, in the presence or 
absence of acids or aUtaUes or salts. The material shall bo amorphyous 
or liquid and dark brown in colour. It shall be water soluble. It shall 
also be free from extraneous colouring matter. 


Raw materials: 

1. Carbohydrates: Caramel shall bo prepared from the following food' grades carbo¬ 
hydrates or their mixture:—^ 

(a) Dextrosei, 

(b) Invert Sugar, 

(c) Lactose, 

(d) Malt Syrup, 

(e) Sucrose, and 

(f) Glucose Syrup, 

2. The following acids and alkalies may be employed to assist' carmclization :— 

(a) Acids 

(IX Acetic acid, 

(2) Citric acid, 

(3) Phosphoric add, 

(4) Sulphuric acid, 

( 5 ) Slulphur dioxide, and 

(6) Carbovic add. 
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(b) Alkalies 

(1) Ammonia or Ammonium hydroxide. 

(2) Pottts,sium hydroxide, and 

(3) Sodium hydroxide. 

3, Salts. —^Ammonium, sodium or potassium carbonate (including bicarbonat#) 
phosphate (including dibasic phosphate and monobasic phosphate), sulphate 
and sulphite may be used. 


4. Emulsifying and stabilizing agents as permitted in these rules may be added. 
Identification: 

(a) When 0.5 ml. of phosphoric acid is added to 20 ml. of 5 per cent w/v solu¬ 

tion of caramel, no precipitate shall be formed. 

(b) When one part of caramel is dissolved in 1000 parts of water, it shall yield 

a clear solution having a distinct coloui'. On exposure to sunlight for 
6 hours the colour of this solution shall not change and no precipitate shall 
be formed. 

The minimum density (g/ml) of 10 per cent solution of the material shall be 1.023. 
A. 26.09 Annatto'. 

The material shall be of the following two types : 

(a) Solution in oil for use in butter and other food products, and 

(b) Solution in water for use in Cheese and other food products. 

General .—The material shall bo derived only from the plaut Bixa Orellana L. and 
shall not contain any extraneous colouring matter. It shall be manufactured 
and packed under hygienic conditioas. 

(i) Solution of Annatto Colour in Oil for use in Butter and other food products: 

Only the vegetable oils included in these rules shall be used either singly or 
in combination. 

The solution of annatto colour in oil shall be clear and shall remain so on 
storage in suitable containers at 15°C except for slight deposit of stearinc. 

Colour: The colour of the solution in amylacetate at a dilution of 1 ; 1000 
(w/v), when measured in a Lovibond Tintometer with a 1-cm Cell shall 


be not less than the following :

Red Units . . . , . . . . . 0'4 


or be equivalent to the colour of the following inorganic solution at a 
liquid depth of one centimeter which may be employed for matching the 
stated dilution in a plunger type colorimeter using incident light closely 
approximating the north day light; 

Pvitasshim bichromate ....... 0'320g 

Cobalt .Ammonium Sulphate (COSO4, (NIL})" SOi, 6HjO) . 2-02 g 

Sulphuric acid, sp-gr. I ■ 84 , . . . . . 2 ml.

one litre. 

These reagents shall be of the analytical reagent grade. 

Note,— Although the solution retains its tinctorial value for a considerable time, 
after prolonged storage, its optical clarity shall be examined before use, 
to ensure that no aP'-'-ation has.taken place. 
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(ii) Solulian of Annatto Colour in Water for use in Cheese and other footf 
products: 

In the preparation of the solution, potable water shall be used. A little c(u«atity 
(0.5 to 3 per cent) of alkali may be added. 

The solution shall be clear and shall remain so on storage in suitable containers 
at a temperature of 15 “C. 

Colour,—The colour of the solution in 0.1 N sodium hydroxide or potassium 
hydroxide at a dilution of 1 : 10,000 (w/v) measured in 1-cm cell shall 
be the same as that specified in (i) above. 

Maximum limit of metallic impurities shall be ; 


Arsenic . ...5 ppm max. 

Lead. 20 ppm max. 

Copper.30 ppm max. 


A. 26.10 Riboflavin: 

Riboflavin is a yellow to orange-yellow crystalline powder. 

Melting point about 280‘'C with decomposition.

Spectrophotometerj. —Absorption maxima of aqueous solution shall be at 220 to 
223, 266, 371 and 444 m u. 

Specific Rotation. —^It shall be determined in a 0,5 per cent w/v solution in a 
mixture of 1-5 ml. of O.IN alcoholic solution of potassium hydroxide (free 
from carbonate) and sufficient freshly boiled and cooled water to produce 
10 ml. The specific rotation, when calculated with reference to the substance 
dried to constant weight in the dark at 103°C, shall be — 122“ to — 136“. 

The material shall have minimum purity of 97,0 per cent.".
